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Horace WEtxtS HonorepD BY DENTAL AND MEDICAL 
PROFESSIONS IN CENTENARY CELEBRATION AT HARTFORD 


More than three hundred dentists and 
physicians assembled in Hartford, Conn.., 
December 11 to take part in the cen- 
tenary celebration which climaxed the 
national commemoration of Horace 
Wells’ discovery of the principle of an- 
anesthesia, in 1844. Various dental 
groups throughout the country also 
staged local celebrations on that day, 
which marked the exact centenary of 
Wells’ epoch-makirig discovery. The ob- 
servance at Hartford was held under the 
auspices of the Horace Wells Centenary 
Committee of the American Dental As- 
sociation, the Horace Wells Club of 
Hartford, the Connecticut State Den- 
tal Association and the Hartford Dental 
Society. Many representatives of other 
dental and professional groups took part 
in the elaborate program that marked 
the centennial observance. 

MORNING SESSION.—The morning pro- 


gram at the Hunt and Avery Memorial 
Buildings included the dedication of a 
plaque to mark the site of Dr. Wells’ 
home in Hartford. The presentation 
address was made by E. Harvey Rich- 
mond, Windsor, Conn. The acting 
mayor, John H. Hurley, of Hartford, 
read an address prepared by the Mayor, 
William T. Mortensen, who was unable 
to be present because of illness. M. D. 
K. Bremner, chairman of the Committee 
on Patents of the American Dental As- 
sociation, presented to the Hartford Den- 
tal Society a facsimile of the plaque in 
honor of Wells that has been hung in 
the Central Office of the A.D.A. Trib- 
ute to Dr. Wells was also expressed by 
J. Aurelio Ortiz on behalf of the dental 
profession of Costa Rica. Dr. Ortiz also 
presented an engraved scroll on behalf 
of his colleagues.

LUNCHEON.—Surg. Gen. Thomas Par- 
ran, United States Public Health Service, 
was the principal speaker at the lunch- 
eon, which was held with an overflow 
attendance at the Hartford Club. Dr. 
Parran, in his address, attributed to Hor- 
ace Wells “one of the most glorious 
chapters in the drama of medical dis- 
covery and progress.” He pointed out 
that since Dr. Wells discovered the an- 
esthetic properties of nitrous oxide one 
hundred years ago, average life expect- 
ancy had been lengthened because, in 
Dr. Wells’ days, “major surgery was 
virtually a death sentence.” In advo- 
cating a widespread system of public 
health service to follow the war, Dr. 
Parran said, “The inspiring lesson which 
the war has taught us is this : our country 
possesses the physical resources, the 
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brains and the manpower to accomplish 
a thousand ‘impossibles’ for winning the 
victory. It is unthinkable that we should 
reject our proved abilities in the face 
of an even greater challenge, winning the 
peace. The hospital of the future is not 
a single, independent institution, but a 
part of a system of health service, co- 
ordinated functionally and administra- 
tively to provide complete health care 
to every community.” 

Other speakers at the luncheon ses- 
sion included: Raymond E. Baldwin, 
governor of Connecticut, Walter H. 
Scherer, President of the American Den- 
tal Association, H. Gildersleeve Jarvis, 
president of the Connecticut State Medi- 
cal Society, Eugene M. Clifford, chair- 
man of the Horace Wells Centenary 
Committee of the A.D.A., Arthur H. 
Merritt, chairman of the Program Com- 
mittee, Arthur L. Walsh, dean of the 
Faculty of Dentistry, McGill University, 
and representative of the Canadian Den- 
tal Association, and Edward D. Naylor, 
president of the Hartford Dental Society.

HORACE WELLS CLUB.—Before the cen- 
tennial celebration, the Horace Wells 
Club gave a dinner, December 10, for 
club members and visitors. The club was 
formed by a group of Hartford dentists 
fifty years ago to keep the story of Dr. 
Wells’ discovery alive and to aid in the 
preservation of historical material asso- 
ciated with the event. About seventy-five 
guests were present at the dinner at the 
Hartford Club. Robert W. Strang, presi- 
dent of the club, presided as toastmaster. 
Representatives of the American Dental 
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Association were the President, Dr. 
Scherer, the General Secretary, Harry B. 
Pinney and the Editor, L. Pierce Anthony. 
BROADCAST.—At the suggestion of the 
Horace Wells Centenary Committee, Du- 
pont de Nemours & Company prepared a 
broadcast commemorating Horace Wells’ 
achievement. This was presented over - 
a nationwide chain of the National 
Broadcasting Company December 11, as 
a chapter in the “Cavalcade of America” 
series of programs. 

RESOLUTION.—Earlier in the year, at the 
suggestion of the centenary committee, 
a resolution memorializing Horace Wells 
was introduced into the U. S. Senate by 
Sen. Francis T. Maloney, of Connecti- 
cut. This resolution, which received ap- 
proval of both the Senate and the House 
of Representatives, follows: 

Joint Resolution Memorializing the Name 
of Horace Wells 


Wuereas, for centuries, a way to make the 
human body safely sensible to pain during 
surgical operations and related conditions of 
suffering had been a hopeful dream; and 

Wuereas that dream came true when, in 
Hartford, Conn., December 11, 1844, Dr. 
Horace Wells, a member of the dental profes- 
sion, having concluded that nitrous oxide gas 
breathed into the lungs would induce general 
harmless insensibility to pain, voluntarily 
tested this belief by inhaling in the presence 
of colleagues enough of that gas to cause 
temporary unconsciousness, and by submitting 
to a dental extraction while under its effects; 
and 
Wuereas, in the spirit of exalted public 
service, Dr. Wells promptly thereafter, gave to 
patients in his private practice the benefits of 
his method of inducing general anesthesia and 
also made freely and widely known this simple 
yet extraordinary means of pain prevention, 
thereby favoring universal extension of its 
beneficence and also facilitating improvement 
of its technic by numerous further tests, thus 
becoming one of the world’s greatest bene- 
factors; and 

Wuereas the centenary of the first steps in 
the development of present-day methods of 
anesthesia—by the man who not only had 
the distinction to conceive a successful fun- 
damental procedure, but also the courage and

Resolved by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled that, in commemoration 
of the life and achievements of Dr. Horace 
Wells, the Congress hereby pays tribute to 
him and to his deeds of service to humanity.

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COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION 


Navy Bit Dies 1n SENATE 
Arrer PassaAGE By House 


After achieving passage by the House 
of Representatives December 12, the 
Navy bill which would permit greater 
autonomy for dental officers was auto- 
matically defeated by the Senate after 
hearings had been held by that group’s 
Naval Committee without a favorable re- 
port on the bill. The ending of the 78th 
Congress at the year’s end brings with it 
the dismissal of all legislation that has 
not been acted upon by both houses. 


The Navy Bill, introduced in both 
houses at the request of the Committee 
on Legislation of the American Dental 
Association, was drawn to correct certain 
inequalities that exist between the medi- 
cal and dental departments of the Bureau 
of Medicine. The bill provided also for 
the reorganization of the bureau so as to 
permit greater autonomy for dental of- 
ficers. 


Rear Adm. A. G. Lyle, Inspector of 
Dental Activities, Capt. Robert S. Davis, 
Chief of the Dental Division, Capt. C. 
Raymond Wells, Chief Dental Officer of 
Selective Service, and Sterling V. Mead, 
President Elect of the American Dental 
Association, appeared in favor of the bill. 
In opposition to the legislation were Vice 
Adm. Randall Jacobs and Vice Adm. 
Ross T. McIntire, Surgeon General of 
the Navy. 


Those favoring the proposed bill 
pleaded that the legislation would assure 
desirable independence to the Dental 
Corps, giving members of it direct access 
to commanding officers of shore installa- 
tions and of ships not in battle areas in- 
stead of having medical officers as their 
liaison with the commanding officers; 
would lead to the senior dental officer 


attending conferences at which, for in- 
stance, information about the expansion 
of the field force could be secured and 
dental plans could be prepared accord- 
ingly; that, through requisitioning sep- 
arate from medical requisitions, simplifi- 
cation and quicker securing of supplies 
would result, and that they could handle 
their own personnel better without refer- 
ence of some matters to medical officers. 

Those favoring the bill declared that 
they do not desire a separate bureau and 
that they believe the present method of 
administration should be continued in 
battle formations and battle areas. Under 
these conditions, the senior medical of- 
ficer would be over the dental officers on 
duty. 

In opposing the legislation, Vice Ad- 
miral Jacobs, Chief of the Naval Per- 
sonnel, urged that there should be no 
permanent legislation such as the bill 
calls for, until after the present war; 
claimed that it would be just as logical 
to have a separate electrical division 
with a separate director in the Bureau of 
Ships, and said that he does not know 
any ship or station where the dental offi- 
cer is not consulted; that his bureau pro- 
vides technicians for the dentists, and 
that the chances of promotion in the :den- 
tal corps for enlisted men would be 
lessened. 

In expressing his objection to the bill, 
Admiral McIntire repeated previous tes- 
timony that carrying out the provisions 
of the legislation would make adminis- 
tration of it difficult and would require 
separate supply and finance setups, 
added personnel and an added cost of 
probably $500,000. 

It is understood that the Committee 
on Legislation is considering the intro- 
duction of a new bill soon after the open- 
ing of the new Congress.

Artuur C. Wuerry, A.D.A. 


Past Presipent, Dies at 64 


Arthur C. Wherry, Past President of 
the American Dental Association and 
member of the Council on Dental Edu- 
cation, died of a heart attack while 
undergoing a minor operation in a Salt 
Lake City hospital December 26. Dr. 
Wherry was 64 years old. 

An active worker in civic affairs, Dr. 
Wherry was a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for the United States 
Senate in 1938 and served as a member 
of the Board of Regents of the Uni- 
versity of Utah in 1929. He will also 
be remembered for his trip abroad with 


a committee of Past Presidents of the 
American Dental Association to study 
social insurance systems in Europe. 

Surviving Dr. Wherry are a son, Capt. 
Theodore E., Salt Lake City, a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Frances Eleanor W. Lewis, 
Harvard, Nebr., a brother, Dr. S. W.

tions. ‘The first issue of the new magazine 
will appear in March with Lon W. Mor- 
rey, director of the Bureau of Public 
Relations, as editor. 
DESCRIPTION.—Dental Pictorial is a twenty- 
page dental health educational magazine is- 
sued four times a year—January, March, May 
and October. Designed to meet the layman’s 
needs for authoritative information on dental 
health and related subjects, it is printed in two 
colors and has a page size of approximately 
63 by 9 inches. As the name implies, Dental 
Pictorial will rely heavily upon photographs 
and illustrations to present its message. It 
will carry no advertising. The annual sub- 
scription price is 50 cents, or $1.00 for two 
years. 
CONTENTS.—While Dental Pictorial is writ- 
ten for the layman, it is especially designed 
for school teachers and public health workers. 
Each issue carries basic information that can 
be used as source material in teaching dental 
health to children. The supply of interesting 
dental educational material is practically in- 
exhaustible—dental history, the presentation 
of historical characters and hobbies, and ar- 
ticles on anatomy, caries, gum diseases, pre- 
school and school care, nutrition and hundreds 
of other subjects. 

In addition to furnishing authoritative and 
interesting information on fundamental dental 
subjects, Dental Pictorial will implement basic 
A.D.A. policies by presenting dentistry’s offi- 
cial viewpoint and opinions on vital dento- 
social subjects. It will keep the public in- 
formed on the latest developments relative to 
dentifrices, mouthwashes, toothbrushes and 
other oral hygiene products. It will carry 
interesting articles on the profession of den- 
tistry, supplying vocational guidance teachers 
with information that will aid them in lead- 
ing young people of promise to consider den- 
tistry as a career. Other subjects of vital 
importance to the profession and the public 
will be presented as time and circumstances 


dictate. Thus, Dental Pictorial will supply 
educators, health workers and other subscribers 
with a continuous flow of dental health edy- 
cational material. 


DISTRIBUTION.— the logical agency to in- 
itiate and sponsor Dental Pictorial in each 
community is the component dental society, 
The society can, at very nominal expense, 
make the magazine available to key teachers 
and health workers in the community. Be- 
cause Dental Pictorial can be made a commv- 
nity dental health project, one in which all 
dentists are interested, it is suggested that the 
component or local society purchase a block 
of subscriptions from its treasury.

Individual dentists, teachers and _ health 
workers can, of course, subscribe for as many 
copies of Dental Pictorial as desired. Such 
subscriptions will help the general cause and 
will be appreciated. However, the purchase 
of block subscriptions by component dental 
societies is most desirable as such cooperation 
will quickly increase circulation and enhance 
the effectiveness of Dental Pictorial. 


CONCLUSION.—There is a definite need for 
an authoritative medium to supply dental 
health educational material to school teachers 
and health workers. Dental Pictorial meets 
the requirements for such a medium. Every 
local dental society should consider the follow- 
ing facts: 

1. Dental Pictorial contains balanced author- 
itative material, carefully written and edited. 

2. It is a desirable dental health educational 
project. 

3. It is inexpensive and réquires .no per- 
sonnel or supervision once it is in operation. 

4. Its results are cumulative. 
5. It meets the need for an unobstructed 
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channel for official information on dental 
socio-economic problems and on other subjects 
of a public nature in which organized den- 
tistry has a vital interest. 

6. It will help to recruit more students for 
the dental schools and thus point the way to 
a higher standard of practice in the future. 

7. The ultimate solution to the problem of 
the advertiser and charlatan rests upon the 
caliber of dental matriculants. Rarely do 
ethically qualified students become unethical 
practitioners. 

8. Dental Pictorial provides an unprece- 
dented opportunity for the American Dental 
Association and its component societies to 
work together toward furnishing the public 
with a continuous flow of vital dental health 
information. 


Navy To Train More 
DenTAL ASSISTANTS 


To provide for the training of en- 
listed men as dental officers’ assistants, 
the Navy has established accelerated 
classes of ten weeks’ duration leading to 
the designation of dental technologist, 
and classes of six months for those seek- 
ing to qualify for a prosthetic designa- 
tion or designator. These classes are to 
be organized from time to time at in- 
stallations where there is suitable equip- 
ment. 

Requests for assignment to the courses 
should be submitted to the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. Each request 
should include a statement by a dental 
officer as to the candidate’s aptitude 
and qualifications for such training. 

It is the general policy to restrict as- 
signment to the prosthetic course to hos- 
pital apprentices qualified as dental 
technologists, but exceptions may be 
made in special cases. 


It is proposed by the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery to maintain the 
strength of dental technicians at one and 
one-half for each dental officer for the 
service as a whole. It has been pointed 
out that this number barely meets the 
requirements of the dental service. It is 
the intention of the bureau that men 
with dental-technician qualifications be 
assigned duty in the dental establishment 
of the activity to which they are pres- 
ently attached in order to assist in meet- 
ing current needs. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


CALIFORNIA GOVERNOR SPONSORS 
Computsory HEALTH PROGRAM 


Earl Warren, governor of California, 
announced December 29 that he will 
sponsor a measure at the coming session 
of the state legislature to provide “pre- 
paid medical care through a system of 
compulsory health insurance” for all 
California citizens. Enactment of this 
program would make California the first 
state to adopt such a plan, although the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill proposed a 
similar measure on a national scale. 

The program would be financed by 
contributions by both employers and em- 
ployes. A program of protection would 
also be arranged whereby self-employed 
and all other qualified residents of the 
state could come under the program by 
making contributions. 

The governor stated at a press con- 
ference that, in setting up such a system, 
he did not want to sponsor state medi- 
cine, which he described as a system 
under which practitioners are placed on 
the public payroll and care is paid for 
out of public funds. 

“I don’t want to change the profes- 
sional relationship of the physician and 
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the patient,” Warren said. “I want free- 
dom of choice to exist for both; but we 
do want to spread the cost of medical 
care by compulsory contributions of 
workers and industry, both of whom will 
be the direct beneficiaries of such as- 
sistance.” 

It is understood that the governor's 
program would include the provision of 
dental care and that, he hoped, a bill of 
this type would be introduced by the 
medical or the medical and the dental 
association in January.
